‘Tl, 
power the State may confer upon a corpor 
tion by providing a just compensation | 
those whose lan ls are thus taken, for this ere. 
right of eminent domain continues in th: 
bintes. It has never been delegated to Con 
gress, and cannot be exercised by Concress 

The motion was repeatedly made in th: 
convention which framed the United Stato» 
Constitution to delegate the power to Con 
gress to create corporations of this chara 
ter, and it was in every instance voted dow: 
hy a decided majority. It would be an ex 
ecedingly dangerous power in the Peders 
Government. 

Mr. Benton in his“ Thirty Year'a View’ 
has condensed President Monroc's view on 
the subject.

Editor of the Constitution: The question is 
raised by “ County Commissioner,” inanother 
column of your paper, as to the propriety and 
legality of the County Board of Education 
being sworn and commissioned. He will be 
able to see the matier in a different light if 
he will examine the law in connection with 
the constitution and codeof Georgia, First, I 
think there will be no question that the po- 
sition is an office, and each member of the 
County Board is an officer. They are rane 
a body corporate, they hold public property, 
they levy taxes, they control public funds, 
they control and supervise the action of oth- 
ers, they render decisions under the law. Sec. 
125, code of Ga., says, “All other civil offi- 
cers of the State or county shall be comuiis- 
sioned under the seal of the executive 
department, signed by the Governor, and 
countersigued by one of his secretaries, ¢x- 
cept constables, whose election shall be cte. 

Section 129 Code of Georgia, says: “ All 
public officers, besides, the oath of office and 
the oath prescribed by the Constitution, if 
any, shall swear etc., and goes on to recite 
the oath, and the only oath members of the 
county board are required to take, “County
